Jeruslem Rector 
To Make Study of 
U.S. Universities 



Professor Leon Roth, di- 
stinguished scholar and rector 
of the Hebrew University will 
arrive in America sometime 
next month and is expected to 
visit Canada, the News Bulletin 
of (he Hebrew University In 
Jerusalem announced recently. 

The object of Prof. Roth's 
visit Is to make a close range 
study of the continent's leading 
universities, with special re- 
ference to academic adminis- 
tration and methods of study. 
In addition it was stated that 
he will try to establish a closer 
cultural contact between Amer- 
ica and the Hebrew University. 
— Prof..Roth-was born. in Lon-^. 
don in ' 18S6 and received both 
his Masters and Doctorate de- 
grees at Oxford. In 1923 he was 
appointed Lecturer in Phil- 
osophy at Manchester Univer- 
sity. He comes from a distin- 
guished family, best known of 
whom is his brother. Dr. Cecil 
Roth. Anglo-Jcwlsh historian. 
He is the holder of the Achad 
Halam Chair of Philosophy at 
the Hebrew University since 
1028. In 1035 Prof. Roth rep- 
resented Palestine Jewry and 
the Hebrew University at the 
celebration in Spain of the 
800th anniversary of the birth 
of Maimonides, famous Jewish . 
philosopher-physician. There he 
delivered a Hebrew address 
which was believed to have

The McGill Gliding Club will 
hold a meeting in the Union Grill 
Room, on Monday, October 16, at 
7.45 p.m., announced the executive. ' 
The club's program for the session 
will be presented, they added, and 
a secretary' will be elected. 

Gilding and soaring, curtailed 
since 1940, because of the war, will 
be taken up again, this fall, an- 
nounced the executive.

Tuesdsy: Extended deadline for Arts and Science nominations. 
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Social Hatreds 

The column "On Accompanying Diogenes", 
to be found elsewhere on this page, contains a 
discussion on social hatreds, which is ever worth 
■ repealing. 

There are two possible solutions, says our 
columnist, to "this business of hatred and sus- 
picion" arising out of differences between peo- 
ple: either a change in the attitude of the ma- 
jority so that the cultural identity of the 
minority would be retained; or else a total 
assimilation of the minority's culture. 

But here the seeker errs. For his two alter- 
natives, which he sees as extremes, are really 
complementary. His total assimilation is an 
Immediate and compulsory assimilation. Yet it 
is a matter of historical fact that when minority 
cultures have thus been wiped out — irrevocably, 
in many instances— the forceful majority has 
lost a measurable and' considerable asset to its 
progress in the social, economic and cultural 
fields, though its precious unity was maintained.' 
This was as true of Spain and the Moors, Franco 
and tlie Huguenots, as it is of Germany and tlio 
Jews. 

The total assimilation which is one of two 
complementary factors working together for a 
solution of the problem of difference-hatreds is 
an assimilation produced by our essayist's other 
alternative. A change in the attitude of the 
majority permitting a retention of the cultural 
identity of the minority would eventually, as 
any historian or psychologist could explain, 
mean the voluntary contribution of that min- 
ority culture to the culture of the majority, 
Acceptance, instead of oppression, will sap any 
minority's cultural aggressiveness. But that 
takes time and encouragement. 

A change in attitude is not such a difficult 
thing to accomplish, but again, it takes time and 
economic progress. For among the lower econ- 
omic and social "classes", social hatreds and 
prejudices are most prevalent; while among edu 
cated people, at least the niost ridiculous of 
those prejudices have vanished. The influence 
of these more fortunate in education is and 
should be exercised in this direction, therefore, 

Total assimilation in the sense of permitting 
the retentioii of the minority culture, comple 
mented by an evolution in the attitude of the 
majority towards the minority; these go hand in 
hand towards a.solution of the hatred problem 
They are not alternative possibilities. 

And as for subordinating the individual and 
his whole welfare to an all-consuming Nation 
alism, civilization faces here its real issue. The 
majority's unwillingness to tolerate within its 
confines a different culture constitutes an ex- 
pression of its own nationalism as well as i 
stimulus te nationalism in those not tolerated 
The weak can but react to the strong; the few 
must perforce fight with the same weapons as 
the many. It is up to the many, to the majority, 
to take the first step away from nationalism by 
ridding itself of nationalism. Those among a 
majority who want to see this accomplished can 
do so mainly— we repeat — by education and by 
furtherance of economic progress. 

There is a sufficient component of goojVrill 
in human nature to justify optimism concerning 
the eventual abolishing of nationalism in its 
destructive form. Social pressure will generally 
make sympathy easier than compulsion, so op- 
timism finds itself doubly justified. But while 
the world remains a mixture of good and evil, 
of goodwill and hatred, such essays as deal "with 
some wonderings about people hating each 
ftther",will help remembrance of that fact,

Why Study English? 



— Dr, R, K. Gordon

To begin with, it is useful to be able to say what 
you mean; and. English being our language, to be 
able to do It in English. It is useful too not merely 
to make yourself understood, but also to know how 
to dress your thoughts neatly and cleanly; even, per- 
haps, to make what you have to say -persuasive or 
striking. The English language has vast resources. 
All tunes can be played upon it, but not by an un- 
practised hand. 

It is our own language, but we cannot possess it 
without labour. SklU in language is not among the 
gifts of nature. Shakespeare's Sir Andrew is a fool, 
but not when he says, "I would I had bestowed that 
time in the tongues that 1 have in fencing, dancing, 
and bear-baiting." No book of rules will take you 
very far. You learn to write by writing and, even 
more, by re* writing, by tearing up your sheet and 
starting again,' by not being easily pleased. 

Easy writing makes hard reading Is an old saying, 
but it is as true as ever. What saUsfles^you.in your 
first term should not satisfy you three'months later. 
Tbe pilgrims In Bunyan's book who tried to round 
the Hill Difficulty instead of toiling up its steepness 
never saw tlie Celestial City even at a distance. And 
writing and reading cannot be separated; or at any 
rate, good writing and reading cannot be. To read 
good authors is to get a new idea of what language 
can do. You will learn something- by watching a 
master at work. 

English Literature needs no crying up. But a 
word may be said to those people who have not had 
the luck to meet books early and to know the en- 
chantment of travelling the roads of Old England 
with Mr. Pickwick, of paddUng up strange tropical 
rivers with Conrad's Lord Jim, of drinking sack with 
Falstaff at the Boar's Head Tavern, or of hearing the 
Rev. William Collins offer marriage to Elizabeth 
Bennett. 

If you are among those who have come a little 
late to the English banquet, remember that the table 
is as well spread as ever. Tuck in and make up for 
lost time. Do not let anybody force on you a list of 
the Hundred Best Books for you to work doggedly 
through. Head for your own delight, and one book 
will lead you on to another. In a great literature 
there is something for every taste. Through books 
you can make friends of men and women of all sorts 
—Othello, Becky Sharp, Tess, Soames Forsyte— and. 
in so doing, grow slow to condemn and quick to 
understand. You can learn to know the minds and 
Ihe feelings of men and women of past centuries. 

You can • visit every, cprner of the world while 
remaining all the while in an Edmonton lodging. 
You can jog along the Canterbury Road with four- 
teenth century pilgrims; you caii visit the Arctic or 
the court of Persia with Elizabethan travellers; you 
can watch the Great Fire of London with Samuel 
Pepys; you can smoke a pipe with Addison or Steele 
at the Coffee-house; you can hear Edmund Burke 
thundering against the French Revolution in the old 
House of Commons; you can learn to know the streets 
and houses and shops of Dickens's London; or. as 
good fun as almost any book-Journey, you can go 
down the Mississippi with Huck Finn. 

The gate to the pleasures of literature Is unbarred, 
and over it are written cheerful, welcoming words:

Be glad, thou reader, and thy. sorrow offcast: 

AU open am I— pass in, and speed thee fast.

Every day thousands of picture 
plates roll off the presses, creations 
of artists operating through such 
largo companies as King Features 
and United Features. Every day 
millions of readers pick up their 
papers and Inunedlately turn to the 
comic section. Why? What is the 
reason for this? Is it that thé comic 
strip creator possesses some magne- 
tic power? Is is that comic strips 
have more appeal because of low 
intellectual quality? 

No! The reason Is that the Can- 
adian and American temperament 
is carefree and lazy. The average 
Canadian would rather, for enjoy- 
ment, read L'il Abner than pick up 
a copy of Leacock's "Strictly Non- 
sense." The average citizen Is more 
IncUned to follow Dick Tracy than 
indulge in Sherlock Holmes. ' 

Tliere are obvious , reasons for 
all these eccentricities. It is not Jw* 
cause the citizens of North America 
possess a comparatively low Intel- 
lect. Nor Is it because the comic 
strips contain too low an Intellec- 
tual standard. AU fiction is exag- 
gerated to a certain extent It 
creates Interest. This again brings 
in the matter of the Canadian and 
American temperament., The read- 
ers of today have no time for 
lengthy novels and deep reading. 
They seek thé easiest way to satisfy 
their Uterary tastes, and derive 
most enjoyment from the comic 
strips. The funnies provide not only 
a simple and colloquial form which 
makes it easy for chUd and business 
man alike to understand, but also 
pictures, which supply a back- 
ground for the story. 

As In novels and other fictional 
works, certain creations attract cer-

We received a special edition of LOOK magazine 
a few days ago. It was different from the iregular 
issue of the periodical. It was devoted entirely to 
combatting Inflation and post-war depression; a vig- 
orous campaign was outlined for the fight On the 
back cover appeared- this timely warning, entiUed, 
"The Fifth Horseman." 

"In the foreword of his book THE OTHER 
HORSEMAN, Philip WyUe teUa Uie legend of tiie 
Fifth Horseman of the Apocalypse. 

In this legend, aa in Uie Apocalyptic Vision, the 
four grim riders— War, Famine, Pestilence, and Death 
—swept over Uie face of Uie earth, leaving smoking 
ruins, stricken bodies and the foul odor of the grave 
in their wake. But ahead of them rode a fifUt horse- 
man who, stricken wiUi pity for mankind, sought to 
sound'the warning cry. He labored In vain. People 
scarcely looked up as he passed; they continued In 
their normal and frivolous pursuits, and when his 
cruel brothers arrived they were taken entirely 
unawares. 

Sadly the FifUi Horseman retraced bis steps, sur- 
veying with utter melancholy the devastation in the 
town and -villages. Wherever he went now, people 
indeed looked up but only to pour out curses and 
to shower him with reproachful abuse. "You knew," 
they complained, "and you failed to warn us. You 
should have forced us to listen. You should have 
made us pay heed." 

In anger and despair, the FifUt Horseman Joined 
the other riders, and took part in their bloody visi- 
tations, burning. Wiling, destroying even more than 
the others. '

tain readers. For Instance, Super- 
man and Dick Tracy appeal to the 
adventure-loving people, mostly of 
the male sex. Major Hoople and 
Smokcy Stover attract the laugh- 
hungry readers. While fil Abner 
and Blondle, broad satires in their 
theme, are read by aU. 

Violent comments have been 
made on the comic strip for its 
alleged general lowering of ideas 
and Ideals. Champions of the Eng- 
lish language claim that the low 
standard of EngUsh used in the 
comic strips is assisting in the de- 
cline of the proper use of English. 
However, it is apparent, that people 
wiU always read the simplest Ute- 
rature, and the comic strips fill the 
bill. Critics also say that comic 
strips promote gangsterism among 
JuveAlIes. 

The increased JuvenUe dellnqiien- 

l^i^^ii^?!)^.'^''''^'^-^*'''''^- is not 
thVfauiriàlhê' comics,^ but a direct 
result of the war. Fantasy, also 
criticized by the anll-comlc "strip- 
pers," is contained In such high- 
class literature as Bram Stoker's 
epic of EngUsh literature. "Dra- 
cula," and Foe's famous poem, "The 
Raven." 

The main factor concerning the 
comic strip Is the part It has wield- 
ed into Canadian and American 
datiy Ufe. Take, for example, L'il 
Abner. This ever-popular comic 
strip, created by Al Capp, and read 
by 27,000,000 people, haS contribut- 
ed much to the North American 
scene. The prime contribution has 
been Sadie Hawkins Day, an event 
recognized by every city councU in 
America, as well as the University 
of Manitoba student body. Chic 
Young's Blondle (with a circulation 



of 35,000,000) has more appeal to 
the heart of the reader than any 
other atrip. Dagwopd's antics aro a 
natural human interest line. Young 
uses typical, although exaggerated, 
real life examples for 'his feature. 

Anything which can c^reato such 
interest for so many people, and 
become such a real part of their 
Ufe, must be worth retaining. When 
Krmanent' Canadian and American 
Institutions can be created by a 
comic strip, then this must bo a 
thing of value, doing far more good 
than harm, building up morale, in 

world desperately in need of such 
things, nierefore, why disparage a 
vital part of our Ufe?

Yom Kippur is over. The Kol 
Nldre has been sung, and the 
sound of Ram's horns has once 
more rung out over the heads 
of the faithful. While the smell 
of burning leaves floats in tho 
new October air, Judah Is, be- 
ginning another year of its long 
and tear-stained history, mov- 
ing on through the Ghettoes 
and Pogroms, past burnt-out 
Synagogues and scenes of antl- 
Ecmitic riotlngs with broken 
heads and shattered shop win- 
dows, seeking endlessly for a 
world^ where Jews can live as 
Jews, without fear and the ter- 
ror of others' stupidity. 

For thousands of years, they 
have walked In the shadow of 
scorn, contempt and hatred, 
because they are few in num- 
bers, and have sought to be 
different in many ways from 
the world they live in. 

A few days ago, we heard a 
radio play, by the Canadian 
dramatist Mac Shoub. In one of 
the scenes, a young Jewish boy 
was asking his mother why so 
many things seemed different 
and strange in other people's 
homes. Bewildered by this out- 
side world of strangeness, and 
frightened at being called "a 
dirty Jew" and at all the con- 
tempt and loathing expressed 
In the term, his young mind 
sought for an explanation— for 
some reason that might explain 
why he was different from his 
school fellows, and why he was 
hated and despised by the world 
around him. His parents could 
tell him only one thing: that all 
this and much more to be ex- 
perienced during his' life, was 
simply and solely ' because he 
was a Jew. 

To bo or live dItferenUy, is 
one of the greatest social crimes 
that can be committed in our 
modern cIvUization. Think of 
the derision and scorn there is 
In the way we use the word 
"Foreigners." To be born of an- 
other race, or to live in a coun- 
try without totally adopting its 
general culture. Is a mistake 
which society has so far ab- 
solutely refused to pardon in 
the majority of Indiylduals. 
Then, there are those uhfortuin- 
ate peoples, who are born with 
different skin colouring, so that 
no amount of-, adopting the 
culture of the social majority 
In the country in which they 
.happen to Uve, wiU do away 
with the differences existing 
between themselves and the 
rest of society. 

There was a contest held in a 
number of American schools 
lost spring, the best answer to 
the question: "What should be 
done with HIticr after the 
war?" was to get first prize. 
One of the entries was sent in 
by a littio coloured girl. She 
said, Uiat JUUeir should be sent

over to the United States and 
made to be a negro. Obviously 
she did not get first prize . . . 
When littio girls can look 
around themselves at their own 
people, and be so aware of the 
great crime they have commit- 
ted in simply being born diffe- 
rent It is a father terrible judg- 
ihent against our whole society. 

There are really two possible, 
solutions to this business of 
hatred and suspicion arising 
out of the difference In people 
and their culture. Wc realize of 
coursa that most minority 
groups advocate the solution in 
which they would bo permitted 
to retain their cultural Identiy, 
while tho social nttitudo of the 
majority would be changed, re- 
moving all the stupidity and 
Ignorance that breeds hatred 
and suspicion. 

But wc must also consider 
the other solution— namely that 
of total assimilation. This means 
nothing more than the total dis- 
appearance and destruction of 
the' minority culture. But Is this 
something to be abhorred and 
so greatly feared? How long, 
in our bUnd idealism, arc wc 
going to go on subordinating 
the individual and his whole 
welfare, to an all consuming 
Nationalism? During the past 
several hundred years we have 
all been taught again and again 
to believe In "Individualism and 
Nationalism," and yet the two 
terms are in almost direct oppo- 
sition to one another. 

Is the maintenance and sur- 
vival of a national culture to be 
considered the "Be all and end 
all" of human existence? This is 
essentially the Fascist ideology, 
and the future may perhaps 
prove that we have been hold- 
ing to it too long. Editorially 
speaking, wo make no preten- 
tions in regard to either solu- 
tion. They were brought up 
simply because they seem to' be 
the only two possibilities. We 
arc personally, mainly concern- 
ed here with some wonderings 
about peoplo hating each other 
because of one being different 
from the other. • 

We were coming back to 
Winnipeg in the train this FaU, 
and spent an evening in the 
smoker talking to several peo- 
ple about this sort of thing. 
There had been much shouting 
and fist-waving during the con- 
versation and not a few harsh 
words exchanged by some of 
the men. It was late at night 
when everyone turned in, and 
wc were left alone witK the old 
negro porter who was sweep- 
ing up. FInaUy as we were 
about to turn In ourselves, he 
turned to us and said,, "My 
Lord sir, how long is It going 
to take for us to get rid of all 
tho hatred there is In ths

THE ATHLETICS ORGANIZATION. 

McGill i5 one of the few universities in Canada with an under- 
graduate representative body In tho college athletics organization. 
This fact is known to too few students, and is too rarely appreciated. 
However, we should understand the complete governing system in 
order to see how much power is in the hands of the students as far 
as sports is concerned. 

At the head of the university, governing its jioiicles, is the Sen- 
ate, through whose hands' all changes in constitution and policy must 
pass. 

Acting as a sub-committe of the Senate is the Committee on 
Physical Education, the first of the four athletic bodies. .This group 
has at its head the Principal, with Dr. A. S. Lamb, Director of the 
Department of Physical Education, as secretary, (For the functions 
of this body, see The Handbook, P. 49). 

Below this, the Advisory Athletics Board guides the student 
policy in an advisory capacity. Dr. Jamss Is chairman of this body 
as well, while Hay Finlay, Athletics Manager is its secretary. 

Represented on this board are Dr. Lamb, three members elected 
by Senate, three members elected by the Graduates Society, Dr. 
Muriel V. Roscoe, warden of Royal Victoria College, and four stu- 
dents (President, of the Students Society, Member-at-large, Presi- 
. dent of the M.W.S.A.A., and the Chairman of the Students Athletics 
Council). Dr. F. J. Tees, Honorary Consulting Surgeon of the unl> 
venity sits on the board in an honorary capacity. 

This group acts as a kind of cabinet for the Athletics Manager. 
Its particular duties are quoted in The Handbook, P. SO. 

Third is the -Students' Athletics Council, tho undergraduates' 
own body, which acts In an executive capacity in athletics. Sitting 
on this council are the managers of the major sports at the univer- 
sity, as well as the President of the Students Society, a member-al- 
large, the President of the Scarlet Key Society, and the Sports Editor" 
of The Daily. Only non-student members are the Principal, the Bur' 
sar and the Athletics Manager. 

Responsible to the S.AC Is the fourth and last athletics body, 
tho Intramural Athletics Council, a body which this y^ar has been 
organized on an Inter-faculty basis. Represented on this council are 
the sports leaders of the various faculties and Macdonald College,- 
most, if not all of whom have been elected, 

DUTIES OF TBE COUNCILS. 

According to the constitution, the S.A.C. is to organize and en- 
courage development of athletic activities among men students, to 
appoint and supervise student athletic managers, to prepare esti- 
mates and to supervise expenditures of funds, and to make athletic 
awards to men students. It also appoints student representatives of 
McGill to the Rules Commission of C.I.AU. and similar organiza- 
tions. However, this Is subject to the general supervision of tho 
Athletics Manager. 

If this council decides in favor of a matter of great interest, it 
can only recommend the matter to the Athletics Advisory Board. 
Then the matter may be approved or dropped according to the de- 
cision reached by the members of that board. Thus, because of the 
Students' Athletics Council, the opinions and recommendations of 
students can at least get an official hearing. 

INTRAMURAL ARRANGEMENT. 

: i|.The>LA.C. has been functioning for many years, but .the faculty ' 
arrangement Is exp'ected to be far superior to the old company or 
unit Idea. This council is In compleie charge of Intramural athletics 
subject to the S.A.C. It is their duly to appoint rererces, decide upon 
defaulted games, and decide the policy of allowing players on rep- 
resentative teams to play in an intramural league. 

Here, then. Is the organization of athletics at McGill. We have 
been given a good deal of responsibility, which is as it should be, 
as far as governing our campus athleUcs is concerned. If the facilities 
provided are not used to their fullest extent,' student representation 
Is not at - ' '

You were planning on 
going to the dance at the Gym- 
well, so are we, and we have been 
assured that things will fold up In 
plenty of time to enable you to 
make it (we are hoping to pick up 
a few tips on the proper method of 
ascending Mount Royal, by the stiff 
University Street route, with suffi- 
cient energy left to tread on as 
many toes as tread on ours.) 

But to get back to Henry Hall— 
His expeditions have covered many 
of the peaks in both of the Ameri- 
cas, from Mount Logan to the An- 
des, where the names are almost as 
hard to surmount as the mountains 
themselves.

and the Caucasus. In short, he has 
probably looked down from the 
top of more peaks than you could 
name, even with a few surreptitious 
glances at your pocket atlas.
